On page 5 there is a paragraph on Prepaid Shipments and ‘\ 
Freight Allowances. We want to make it very clear as to how 
transactions are handled, that go by commercial truck lines. It is 
difficult to figure local truck rates as they vary more than local 
Railroad freight because different truck lines do not all have 
working rate agreements with connecting lines. Therefore, we 
do not prepay the transportation charges on a truck shipment. 
Instead we refund you the amount that the transportation charges 
would have been if we had shipped it by rail freight to your 
nearest station. You can apply this refund to pay the truck 
charges which sometimes are less and sometimes more than rail 
freight. This applies only in areas which have full freight cover- 
age as described on page 5. zs 


We Teceive many group orders. In some cases the one who gets up the order takes the dis- 
count allowed for larger orders for his work in making up the order.

Legumes grow 
best in a sweet soil. More cftén than not poor stands result from soils that 
are so acid the seedlings cannot survive. Test your soil and be sure. Al- 
ways inoculate legume seeds. See page 18. 


Fertilize According to Soil Tests 


Starvation shortens the life and lowers the productivity of your legume 
stand. Phosphate is usually the most needed element in Corn Belt soils. 
Legumes thrive on plenty of phosphorous with or under the seed. Berry's 
store manager is familiar with different soil types and their deficiencies. 


Pasturing the Nurse Crop Pays 


Winter grains very often make such rapid Spring growth that legume seed- 
ings suffer from shading.

Some are called feeding barleys, others 
malting barley. A malting barley is good for feed but a feeding barley 
will not be accepted by maltsters.
